2. Claims 14-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 14-19 appear to be claiming the intended use of apparatus claims 1-3.

4. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the art 
of record. The references discloses the utilization of sonar systems utilizing 
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transmission signals and processing similar to that utilized by dolphins as recited in the 
aforementioned claims.
